story of the grim struggle going on 
in tbe eastern coal fields of 
Ohio, 
where for more than six 
months 
miners have been out of work 
be­ 
cause 
of 
the 
deadlock 
between 
m iners and operators over a 
wage 
scale, is now being told by the 
ap­ 
peals that are being sent broadcast 
asking aid for the fam ilies of the 
workers. 
It is estim ated that fully 
7,000 families of miners are facing 
starvation for they have been con­ 
tinuously for half a year without in­ 
come. 
Stores which have been giv­ 
ing the unemployed men credit 
for 
provisions and clothing are 
said 
in 
many cases to be them selves 
con 
fronted by 
disaster. 
Children 
are 
said especially to be 
suffering 
for 
hundreds have been unable to attend 
school thus far owing to lack of food 
and clothing. 
Frank W. Miller, state 
superintendent of public 
instruction, 
is arranging a plan to ask the school 
children of the rest of the state to 
aid the child victims of the strike 
The secretary of the m iners, G. W. 
Savage, has sent out an appeal to 
the public for funds. 
The state min­ 
ing officials are lending their aid to 
the movement to appeal for public 
aid. 
Meantime, even in the face of 
the seeming crisis and in the very 
teeth of the approaching w inter with 
its promised hardships, the fight goes 
desperately on. 
Miners’ officials de­ 
clare that they will not settle 
on 
any wage scale less than th at which 
has been used on the basis for 
the 
peace term s agreed upon with other 
sections of the state. 
On their side 
the operators insist th at they will 
not make any concession further than 
that represented by their recent offer 
of the Pittsburg scale. This, however 
is something more than two cents 
less than the scale which operators 
in other parts of the state are paying. 
Thus the end of the conflict Is not in 
sight.

They come here from Russia, 
Germany, France, Japan, England and 
Austria. They are particularly numer­ 
ous in New' York, Philadelphia, Wash­ 
ington, Boston, New Orleans and San 
Francisco.” 
This statetment was made to the 
Philadelphia E’ress by a man high in 
the United States navy, whose Inter­ 
national knowledge lias oeen recogniz­ 
ed by the navy department 
" I have upon my ship," the speaker 
said, “ two «[ties who are known to me. 
One is a Japanese; the other is a 
Frenchman. 
I know they are spies, 
but they don’t know that I know it 
Apparently they are allowed the free­ 
dom of the «hip, but their every move­ 
ment on board and ashore is watched. 
“ Washington is overrun with spies. 
Much of the agitation for and against 
the proposed $40,000,000 investment in 
foreign ships is being pushed albng by 
these secret agents. 
Representatives 
of Germany and Austria are working 
to create sentiment for the purchase of 
the ships, and the French, English and 
Russian spies are w’orking against it. 


M any of Them Are W om en. 
“ So numerous are these spies that 
you may meet one or more in any 
walk you may take up and down Chest­ 
nut street, Philadelphia. 
A consider­ 
able number of women, most of them 
young and attractive, are among these 
secret agents. 
“ These spies are everywhere, and 
their work is manifold. 
Their duty is 
to learn the destination of every ship­ 
ment that got*s outside of the United 
States. 
They are scanning especially 
closely the shipments into Mexico anil 
Canada. 
More closely they are watch­ 
ing the shipments of sugar, which sub­ 
stance is being used in the manufac­ 
ture of the new liigh explosives. 
“ Secret reports are being made by 
these men and women to the bureaus 
in Berlin, London. Tokyo, St. Peters­ 
burg, Vienna and Paris concerning the 
attitude of American public men, news­ 
papers and the plain citizens upon va­ 
rious phases of the war. 
E arly Bidders For Food Supplies. 
“ Many of these spies succeeded in 
making many advantageous arrange­ 
ments for their governments the day 
before and on the day war was de­ 
clared. 
1 know of a number of in­ 
stances where men who sell foodstuffs 
were called out of bed late at night 
and asked if they could supply large 
quantities of provisions. 
“ One man told me lie had been asked 
by the representative of one of the 
governments whether he could furnish 
a large supply of bacon. He replied in 
the affirmative and was told to have 
30,000 pounds ready in six hours. This 
was done, and the bacon was shipped 
in two special cars to Canada, whence 
1 was told it had been reshipped to a 
country now in the war zone.” 
The officer also said a large number 
of the spies were here to watch the 
United States and to see that the neu­ 
trality laws were not violated. He said 
it was surprising how many of these 
men were to be found at points where 
shipments would naturally be made 
from his country to a European power 
and added that there was no doubt 
Uint the first false step made by this 
country or any of its citizens would be 
reported abroad 
once.

M'AOOO WAXES HOT 


IN TALK OH BANKS 


Washington, Sept. 
24.—tAs 
result 
of an inv-esligation by Senator Pom- 
erene of Ohio into alleged hoarding of 
money by banks, Secretary of 
the 
Treasury McAdoo last night issued a 
sizzling statem ent rebuking the prac­ 
tice. 
The original complaint came from 
an extensive Ohio manufacturer, 
tt 
was referred to Secretary McAdoo by 
Senator Pomerene. 
Senator Pom«- 
rene went to the treasury department 
to tile additional complaints against 
one bank in Cleveland. 
Senator Pomerene has 
wired 
the 
Ohio m anufacturer 
that 
his 
com­ 
plaints were justified. 
Secretary McAdoo last night tele­ 
graphed to ten national banks in the 
four reserve cities in the south that 
their requests 
for 
additional 
crop 
moving funds from the federal gov­ 
ernment would not be granted at this 
time, and made it clear that his ac­ 
tion wag taken in connection with 
reports of excessive interest 
rates 
and restriction of credits. 
In a statem ent made public 
with 
the telegram Mr. McAdoo said: 
The reports of national banks now 
being received by the controller 
in 
response to his call for a statem ent 
of condition as of September 12, indi­ 
cate extraordinary hoarding of money 
by many national banks in 
various 
sections of the country. 
I am aston­ 
ished that so many of the national 
banks art* pursuing a course so con­ 
trary to the public interest and 
so 
indefensible from any point of view. 
There Is neither occasion nor neces­ 
sity for it. 
I intend to begin issuing daily a list 
of the 
banks 
which 
are 
hoarding 
money by m aintaining excessive re ­ 
serves in order that the country may 
know how they are performing their 
public duties. 
My purpose is to 
focus 
attention 
upon the excessive reserves 
carried 
E»y these banks, for the reserves in­ 
dicate whether or not the hanks are 
using their full resources for the re­ 
lief and accommodation of business 
in tbei 
respective communities.
